A letter 
has been sent to the rrlncliial riig- 
iTOslIng that tho tree be plantid on 
the Campus on November 11th, at the 
same time ns a similar tree Is to W 
planted on tho collegn grounds at 
Athens, Oeorgln. The oak to be sent 
here was grown from an ncorn plant- 
ed two years ago from a very old an.l j 
famous ooM. at Athens, known ns tli<i j 
"Tree that Owns Itself," 

Miss Molna Michael of the Teach- ' 
ers College of Georgia, who calls liev- i 
self tho "I'oppy Lady," Is tlic spons.'r ■ 
of the Idea. Two years ago she gather- I 
e.fl some acorns (Mm the old oak and | 
the sapllnga are nttw large enough to 
transplant. Miss Michael claims to bo 
the originator of Poppy Day, an Idea 
which came to her when who read Mc- 
Crae's poem. It was through her ef- 
forts that the poppy w.xs maile the 
memorial flower not only of t:io 
American Legion and Au.\lllary, but 
also of tho French, British and Can- 
adian war veterans' organization, she 
asserts. 

While McGlll will be pleased to ac- 
cept the little oak tree which she 
plans to send. It is doubtful whcthef 
It will be possible to plant It on tho 
Campus on .Armistice Day. An oak 
sapling, it is thought could hardly 
survive the winter If planted in the 
middle of November. It may be pos- 
sible, however to keep the tree In a 
greon-liouse until it has enough 
stroiigth to survive in the open.

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EDUCATION AND CO-EDUCATION 

A inoniiiu'iu Cannnis authority once was 
heard to express ihe belief that education and 
co-cducation were two iiuitually exclusive 
terms. This statemenl was NOT an attempt at 
wit at the expense of the argumentative sex. It 
was merely a well-considered opinion based on 
long experience in university life, and inferred 
that the real interests of education suffered 
from the intermingling of the sexes in halls of 
learning. Li other words, it is claimed attrac- 
tions and divertissments arising from this asso- 
ciation arc proving dangers to the acquisition 
of knov.lodpe and understanding. 

Bui is this generalization in accordance 
with the facts? Examination statistics fail to 
show a balance on either side as between co- 
Dducational institutions and those whose stu- 
dents belong only to one sex. Whether this 
proves anything depends on the validity of ex- 
aminations as tests either oï intelligence or of 
capability, but it does dispose of the claim that 
co-cducation spells academic decline. 

Again, it is argued that the presence of 
both sexes in close proximity during formative 
years at college stirs up na atmosphere of emo- 
tion and sentiment that, criticism maintains is 
fatal 10 the jjeace of mind necessary to learn- 
ing. This argument it appears to us, is falla- 
cious. This close relationship, on the other 
hand, actually acts as a valve for feelings 
which unless given some expression, turn into 
dangerous inhibitions. A broader outlook is 
necessary, than would be obtained at colleges for 
men or women only. A spirit of camaraderie is 
fostered at co-educational centres which goes 
far in after life towards making marital rela- 
tions the sharing of comon interests, enjoy- 
ments which it should be. Other advantages art 
obvious to all who have ever attended univer- 
sjtie.« like McGill. It remains, like so many other 
social problems, an individual matter. Indivi- 
dual.? cither gregarious or solitary in their at- 
titude towards life. Some prefer the peaceful j 
.'^olitude of a vacutous existence; other desire i 
the life which is full of varied experience and ' 
romance. Everyone for himself, is the ultimate 
law of civilization as of nature. ' 

And co-education will be favored or dis- ' 
liked according to each individual's experience 
and interpretation of its intricate ramification.? , 
and effects. i 



BUNYAN'S PILGRIM'S PROGRESS 

fContribut»d) 

This year marks the tercentenary of 
ihe appearance of one of the world's great- 
est books. 

It i.s thee liundr«d years ago since John 
JJuiiyaii v.as buj'ii at Elstow, near Bedford. The 
book that >;ai.'ied for him immortality wa.-; pub- 
lished fifty yeans .later. Pjverybody is familiar 
with the title, if nat the content.s of the book, 
and the mentioji of the title recalls the name of 
the author. With the exception of the English 
bible, wliicli was Jiis great in.<piralion, "Pil- 
grim".s Pj-ogress" is jjerliajjs the be.«t known 
book in the wprld. 

It is a classic, having stood the test of time. 
The secret of its fame lies in its author's pro- 
found knowledge of our comon liumanity, 
wherein )ie ]jro.sents each one of us as a pil- 
gi'ini, burdened witli a load of .some kind, torn 
between conflicting emotions, finally finding 
relief in .supreme faith. "It i.s the be.st romance 
ever wedded to allegory," it lias been declared. 

"Of all the works of high immagination 
which have eiilhralled mankind, none opens with 
a pa.ssage that more in.stantly places the rea- 
der ill the iieart of the action that i.s to follow; 
not Honier'.s; Jiot Milton'.s invocation of the 
muse; no one of Dante's three great openings; 
not the murmered challenge of the sentinels on 
the midnight platform at Eli.sinore — not one of 
^hese better perforin the autlior'.*^ initial task. 

" As I walked Ihrougii the wilderness of 
Ihe v.orld, J lighted on a reilaiii place where 
wa.'^. a Deij. and J laid nie down in that place to 
sleep. And a.'< I ?,\c\}i 1 dreamed a dream. 
I dreamed, and behold I saw a man clothed with 
lag.s .standing in a certain place with his face 
from hi.s own iiousc, a Book in his hand, and a 
great Jiiirden upon hi.s back. J looked and paw 
liim open Ihe Jiook and read there in, and not 
being able longer to contain himself he broke 
out with a lamentable cry saying, "What shall 
I do?" In these first sentences of spritual 
values, and are thrilled by the issue at stake — 
the fate of a man's .soul. 

The vocabulary of "Pilgrim'.s Progress," 
is han of the people, the pure, crisp, telling 
KnglLsh then spoken by tlae common people. 
Fj'om that comon .source the English iranslat- 
o:s c-r. the Bible had drawn their power of 
woi'd.s. 

The influence of the Bible on Bunyan's style 
i.s something that no reader can miss. Hi.i 
works continually reveal his teacher. Bunyan 
himself remiiuLs us, time nad again that he had 
no other ma.stei'. 'The moral Qxaltation of the 
Bible refJects istelf in his thought and speech.

It is prrli.ips not generally known that the falc of the 
Kcviic was r.iiltcr doubt fnl for a while this year. The ini- 
foituii.itc tr.niition— if it iiuy l)c thns dignified— of rowdy- 
i*m that sconis to have survived from the old 2*lic?trc Niglil, 
and which wa.>i .^o conspicuous last year, was a strong ar- 
gument for discontimiing the production. 

A large part of the most dc.iirabic of the outside patron- 
age of the Kevue was alienated in this manner. .Another 
black mark is tlie large amount of time exacted of the 
producers and .ictors. 

But probably the mo.<it potent argument against tiic Rcvnc 
is the standard of the .'how itself. Some tiunk that it has 
been deteriorating in tlic past few years: and while person- 
ally, wc believe lhat the opposite is true, all arc agreed that 
the Rc\-uc is not all it should be, nor has the progress from 
year to year lieen .tnything nearly like wlwt it could have 
been. What arc some of the reasons for this b.-ickwardncssr 

Th« Exteutlvi 

V\\f\ and foremost is the org."uii:ation — or better, tick of 
organiration— of the Re\nic. Or to be a little more precise, 
the mcthcxl of appointing the executive. S.% it is now, two 
prominent campus men, who may or may not kntow anything 
about show production, .ire asked to assume the respons- 
ibilities of General Manager .ind Producer. They select 
their txccutive, collect .md m.tkc up their material, cast, 
rehearse, and. stage .t productio-i which is expected to 
compare favourably with professional ,<hows— and all this 
in the short perod of four months, while they attempt to 
keep up with a few studies and perhaps othr activities. It 
it any wonder many fails? 

The solution of this trouble, as has been pointed out so 
many limes before, is in the establishment of an organiisfion 
which shall perpetuate itself from year to year; that is, 
the executive for the new year shall be appointed by the 
outgoing staff, with the approval of the Students' Coimcil, 
much as the Associate Editors of the Daily are appointed. 
In this manner an experienced group will be in charge, and 
in addition they will have the whole summer in which to 
work up the material, so that casting and rehearsing can 
be started early in the year, inaking the work far less in- 
tensive than at present. This viw is already gaining head- 
way and steps arc being taken to put the main idea into 
effect. This ir.ay require an amedment to the constitution, 
which would be offered at the meeting ncxt'March. 

Rtvue er Mutieal Cemtdy? 

Just what will be done about the show this year is put to 
the tiew executive. There is a certain demand for the 
musical comedy type of production, and with the necessary 
V.ackgrci'.nd, we could certainly produce a much superior 
thow. For tlie present, however, it looks as if the Rtric 
tvpe would be continued, a« it is in many v.-ays an easier 
kind of show to produce. Certainly, if the music is up to 
last year's standard, and thî skits can be improved sotncwhat 
the kewe will hold its owni. Originally, the old battle cry, 
will be the main trouble. 

In spite of all the hard -or'.: of tli» producers and per- 
formers, however, if various ^V-:;'.! continue to prejudice 
the minds of our outside friend! as they did last year, the 
Revue will indeed become a thing of the past, for even the 
best performance cannot overcome this sort of competition.

THIS "YEAH" BUSINESS 

That ever-young topic of discussion, American slang, has 
been revived in a humorous vein by a battle between the 

dramatic and cdito.-ial columns of a New York paper. In 
one of flic most widely copied .irticles wfl have seen lately, 
ihry say: 

America is continually being criticized by British 
editors and autliors for her liabil of s»j'ing "yep" and 
"yeah" for "yes" and "nope" for "nol" The latest of 
li'.csc comes from the new dramatic critic of the New 
York World, .Mr. ,S|. Jvliii Krvinr. lie says: 
"Will anybo<]y tell me why a human being should say 
rp" when lie means 'yc:', ami thus make himself sound 
like a laughing hyena attempting to talk, or why any 
one should say 'yeah' which sounds as if he had starteil 
to say 'yes' but had suddenly contracted a violent pain 
in his stomach and was unable to finish?" 

Tha Other Sida 

Answer to this criticism is found among the editorials 
of the same paper. 

"With Mr. St. John Krvinc, our new dramatic critic, 
who objects to 'yep' and 'yeah' in America speech, we 
deeply synipathizr. When things like that gel on your 
nerves, tiicy git on your nerves and that is all there is 
to it. But ihovigli wc sympathize, wc do not join in his 
iami)aign to abolish lliesc two words. 'Yep' we don't 
care much about, for as a matter of fact, it is nol, save 
in a few sections of the country, a part of American 
speech. It 4s one of those things, like 'wa-a.a-ll' and 
'cal atfr' and 'jccminy cricket', which Americans are 
.supposed lo say but don't. 'Vcih' is a part of us, and one 
of the finest words \sc have ever evolved. 

"Yeah" and "Yea" Quite Différant 

TIte trouble with Mr. Ervino is lhal he naively supposes 
that it means "yes' Actually it does not, or does very 
seldom. Although derived from 'yes' its nieam'ngs have 
long since, departed from ils derivation. When an Ameri- 
ran merely meant yes as when the m.in in the office 
a.>.fcE whether he is ready to go to lunch, he docs not say 
'yep' 'yeah', or 'yes'. He says 'sure'. But when he nicans 
sometliing that would take maity words to stale explicitly 
and thus needs a subtle word of flexible connotation to 
express his meaning briefly, he uses 'yeah'. For example: 

'I saw a horse jump over the Woolworlh Building 
tod,iy!. 

■yeah?' 

"Now this of course doesn't mean 'yes'. Il means 
'Vou're a damn liar but let's hear the rest of it anyhow.' "
